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Examiner's Amendment 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

The application has been amended as follows: 

• Claim 4, line 4: the word "fine" was deleted; 

• Claims 11-21 were cancelled. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. The present claims are deemed allowable over the references of record since the 
references of record fail to disclose or render obvious the claimed embodiments. 

With regard to the embodiment covered by claim 1 , while the prior art of record 
disclose a magnetic recording medium comprising soft magnetic layers and 
ferromagnetic layers with perpendicular magnetic anisotropy, the prior art of record fails 
to teach or render obvious a medium comprising a soft magnetic layer with a plurality of 
regularly arranged projected parts and recessed parts surrounding each of the projected 
parts, a ferromagnetic layer including both projected parts and recessed parts reflecting 
the corresponding parts in the soft magnetic layer, wherein the projected parts of the 
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ferromagnetic layer are both magnetically separated form their surroundings and 
possess perpendicular magnetic anisotropy and ferromagnetism. 

With regard to the embodiment covered by claim 9, the prior art of record fails to 
teach or render obvious a medium possessing a flat non-magnetic substrate in 
combination with a ferromagnetic layer including both a plurality of projected parts and 
recessed parts, the projected parts of the ferromagnetic layer possessing perpendicular 
magnetic anisotropy and soft magnetic areas buried in the recessed parts of the 
ferromagnetic layer such that they surround the recording areas.
